Services of Dr. G. D. Strayer and

Ratification of city council will not 
be necessary, it was said, as the con- 
tract already approved by that body 
stipulated \ that architectural fees 
should not be in excess of 6 per cent, 
and the commission was acting within 
the contract in its transaction. 


Division of Fees. 


Division of fees now stands ag fol- 
lows: One per cent to A. Ten Eyck 
Brown, supervising architect: 41-2 
per cent to the architects, and one-half 
of 1 per cent to the educational su- 
pervisors, 

Mr. Brown protested against cutting 
the fee of the architects and urged that 
employment of Dr. Strayer and Dr. 
Engelhardt be financed - in another 
way. ‘When the commission voted 
down his objections he insisted that his 
fee be reduced in pro rata proportion 
with the architects.

Country Banks Announce 

That They Will Carry 
Litigation to the U. S. 
Circuit Court. 


* 

An appeal to the United States cir- 
cuit‘ court will be made from the de- 
cision in the par clearance case, hand- 


led down on March 13, in which the 


Federal Reserve bank was authorized 
to enforce par collection of all checks 
deposited for collection. 

The announcement that the country 
banks will carry the case to the high- 
er courts was made Tuesday by Alex 
W. Smith, Jr., of the firm of Smith, 
Hammond & Smith, attorneys for the 
Country Bankers’ association. 

Judge Beverly D. Evans, who hand- 
ed down the decision of March 13, 
not only reaffirmed the right of the 
bank to par collection of. checks, but 
held that the reserve bank was with- 
in its rights in publishing a par clear- 
ance list, containing the names of 
towns in which the bank would en- 
deavor to collect checks at par, it 
was decided. 

Only one contention of the coun- 
try bankers in the casé was upheld. 
This was the injunction of the Amer- 
ican Bank and Trust company against 
the Federal Reserve bank from pub- 
iishing the names of non-member 
hanks on the par clearance list, before 
securing the consent of the bank. 

The United States supreme court 
recently sent the case back to the 
district court for a hearing on its 
merits, after Judge Evans had dis- 
missed the proceedings on the general 


demurrer of the reserve bank. Judge 
Evans heard the case a second time 


in January, 1922.

WARNING ISSUED 
AGAINST RABIES 
AMONG ANIMALS 


Alarming increases in rabies among 
dogs and other domestic animals was 
reported Tuesday at the office of Dr. 
T. F. Sellers, director of the state 
laboratory who urges all citizens of 
the state to take every possible pre- 
caution against the spread of these 
diseases. He said complete informa- 
tion concerning the best methods to be 
used when a mad dog runs amuck 
can be obtained by addressing a re- 
quest for literature to the state 
laboratory. 

In January, 1922, there were 12 
heads of dogs sent to the laboratory 
for examination for rabies from Ful- 
ton county and during the same month 
in 1921 not a single head was sent. 
In January, 1922, the laboratory fur- 
nished pasteur treatment in 43 cases 
as compared to four cases the previous 
year in the same month. 

Dr. Sellers said in February the 
total number of heads examined was 
ten as compared to three in February, 
1921. In February, 1922, the labora- 
tory furnished 36 pasteur treatments 
as compared to ten in the same month 
last year. In March the same ratio 
is being maintained although no 
figures are available yet. 

Throughout the state the increase 
is general although no figures covers 
ing the state have been compiled.

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Will Be Plea 
Of Abernathy 


Moultrie, Ga., March 28.—<Spe- 
cial.)—Posey Abernathy, held in jail 
here for murder in connection with 
the killing of Will Jackson, at a coun- 
try dance in the western part of Col- 
quitt county in February, will be tried 
at the April term of superior court. 

Abernathy will claim that he actea 
in self-defense, according to his at- 
torneys. He does not deny shooting 
Jackson, but asserts that he had to 
do so to protect his own life. After 
a quarrel early in the night, Aber- 
nathy and Jackson renewed their dif- 
ferences about 12 o’clock/ and it was 
suggested by some of the men present 
that they go out into the yard “to 
have it out.” They did so, followed 
by several guests. 

The bystanders declared that they 
thought-it was just to be a rough 
and tumble scrap, and made no at- 
tempt to interfere when the two men 
clinched.

In the darkness Abernathy was seen 
to draw a pistol. There was a shot. 
Jackson fell to the ground, dying a 
moment or so later.

It was not until after 
his arrest that he knew that Jackson 
was dead, but readily admitted that he 
shot.

Both Jackson and Abernathy 
served in the army during the war.

National Health week, April 2 
to 9, inclusive, to be devoted main- 
ly to work for the improvement of 
health conditions among the ne- 
groes of the country, should re-

The. National Health week 
movement was inaugurated by the 
late Booker T. Washington eight 
years ago, and each year since that 
time the practice has been to ob- 
serve it during a seven-day period, 
including his birthday anniversary, 
April 5, as a mark of tribute to 
his memory. ; 

It is employed as an occasivn’ 
for making an annual ,survey of 
conditions among the negroes, and 
for the application of measures in- 
tended to improve them. 

‘Statistics compiled from author- 
itative records reveal a state of 
affairs which amply justifies or- 
ganized and co-operative effort 
calculated to faise the ‘general 
health standard of the negro race. 

For instance, in one group of 
21 northern, western and southern 
states, with an aggregate popula: 
tion of 71,621,632, it is shown that 
the death rate among the white 
people is 13.5, while that among 
the negroes is 20.5 per thousand; 
and among the strictly rural popu- 
lation of those states the white 
death rate averages 12.5, while 
that of the negro race is 17.3. 

A reduction of this abnormally 
high mortality rate among the ne- 
gro group is the primary purpose 
back of this health movement.

The check is made on the principle 
of a money order. The amount is 
written in both words and figures as 
in an ordinary check. On one end 
amounts ranging from $1 to $2,000 
are pfinted in such a way that they 
can be torn off, making the amount 
shown on the margin agree with the 
sum written in the body of the check.

San Francisco, March 28,—The 
state late today rested its case in 
the third manslaughter trial of Rescoe 
C. Arbuckle with testimony offeyed 
by Miss Virginia Briggs, a surprise 
witness, The defense immediately. be- 
gan its presentation of evidence by 
calling Adolph Juel, head of the police 
identification bureau. 

Miss Briggs, who is secretary to 
Dr. Francis Wakefield, at whose 
sanitarium Miss Virginia Rappe died, 
folowing a party in Arbuckle's hotel 
rooms, testified that Miss Rappe told 
her that “Arbuckle took me by the 
arm and threw me on the bed and put 
his ‘weight on me; and after that I 
do not know what happened.” 

At. the conciusion of Miss Briggs’ 
testimony the detense moved that h 
statements be stricken out as hearsa¥. 
The motion was denied.’ 

Miss Briggs explained that she had 
gone into Miss Rappe's room on the 
day.of her death. “She asked me 
about the amount of the hospital bill 
that would be due,” said the witness.

Bell in Charge 


Believes Taboo on Pistol 


Sales Would Check Homi- 
cides Fully 75 Per Cent. 


Albany, Ga., March 28.—(Special.) 
In charging the Dougherty county 
grand jury, which convened today for 
the fall term, Judge R. C. Bell was 
vigorous in his appeal for law en- 
forcement through compliance by 
grand jurors with the obligation im- 
posed by their oath. 

After congratulating the county on 
the fact that indications pointed to a 
short term of the court and stating 
that this was a good sign, Judge Bell 
said it was well to give serious 
thought to the great menace to gov- 
erpment and civilization growing out 
of lax law enforcement. 

“Law and civilization are inseparably 
linked,” he told the jury, “and when 
law breaks down civilizations fails.” 

Judge Bell said that the Jawless- 
ness which is now giving the country 
so great concern was understandable 
when the general laxity of law en- 
forcement is considered. 

Urges Enforcement. 


“When the laws are not enforced,” 
he stated, “the criminally-inclined take 
courage, for when some laws are fla- 
grantly violated without the guilty 
being brought to justice, there is a 
disposition on the part of the crim- 
inally disposed to ignore all law.” 

Referring to what is so often heard 
about “inability to enforce the law.“ 
Judge Bell took the position that “any 
such idea is ridiculous.” He told 
the grand jury that the state had 
ample powér to enforce its laws, and 
that when jurors and officers reached 
the point of a real desire to enforce 
them there oe be no coniplaint on 
the score of failure of the law to 
function. | 

After Pistol-Toters. 
Judge Bell went with special vigor 
into discussion of the danger to so- 
ciety which the citizen who carries 
a concealed weapon tmposes. He de- 


clared he favored a law that would 


make it unlawful to sell pistols in 
Georgia, and that he would allow only 


their duties to go armed. He Said 


that in the light of his experience 
and observation as a proseeuting at - 


torney and judge, this would reduce 
the number of homicides in Georgia 
fully 75 per cent. He urged the grant 
jury to go fully into these and other 
so-called minor cases, and return in- 
dictments against all those who have 
violated the laws. . 

M. W. Tift, a well-known wholesale 
merchant, was elected foreman of the 
grand jury, and an unusual circum- 
stance in connection with the conven- 
ing of the court was that not a single 
member of the grand jury asked to be 
excused from serving.

In a talk on the city charter, made 
to the Y. W. C. A. league of clubs at 


the Y. W., Peachtree Areade, Tues- 
day night at 7 o'clock, Miss Eleanore 
Raoul pointed out the difference be- 
tween the Atlanta plan charter as 
advi by the League of Women 
Votefs and the Choate charter, That 
the Atlanta plan charter and the 
Choate charter are very much alike 
in general detail, though there are 
vital differences, was stressed by 
Miss Raoul. 

She pointed out that under the 
Choate charter a mayor is elected for 
four years and given even more pow- 
er than .is given to the city manager 
under the Atlanta plan. 

Under the Atlanta plan, Miss Raoul 
showed that the city manager is ap- 
pointed by council and that it would 
be impossible for the twelve council- 
men to make this appointment be- 
fore election, even though each in- 
dividual candidate might like to do so. 
That when the manager is appointed; 
his job is to run the different depart- 
ments well and if he does not, coun- 
cil will dismiss him. 

Miss Raoul concluded her talk by 
saying that one principle of city gov- 
ernment that is safe to stick to is 
that all positions that call for expert 
training should be filled by appoint- 
ment and all that determine policies 
and pass laws for the people should 
be elected. She concluded with the 
statement that voters do not have 
the time or the means at hand to in- 
vestigate as to the technical qualifi- 
cations of candidates for administra- 
tive offices.
